KEEP OUT OF CROWDS. 
SBUMING that we have agreed 
that March is an, unhealthy 
month, that it is as bad as it was 
in the long ago years of high 

death rates, and that each person is 
willing te contribute to the good work 
to the extent of living through 
March anyway, what can a person do to 
escape some of the extra hasards of 
March? 

The great March hazard is pneumonia. 
To escape pneumonia keep out of crowd- 
ed places. Especially should one avoid 
overheated assembly halls. If one must 
ride on a street car during the rush 
hours, by all means stick to the plat- 
form. Sinee there has been no smoking 
on the car platforms the air is clean 
and the space fs wholesome. Even 
though one face must be close to another 
on a cold morning, expired air with its 
heat, moisture, chemicals, and pneumo- 
nia germs quickly rises out of reach. 

The second injunction relates to those 
who have caught cold. They should go 
to bed for a few days. They may not 
be convinced that this advice is good. 
Why not listen to the other fellow for 
this month even though you do not agreé 
with him? Have your own way the 
other eleven months, but this month is 
Stay quietly indoors and, bet- 
ter still, in bed during the fever and 
ache stage of co or bronchitis. After 
that stage has it is reasonably 
safe to go out again. 

March is the month of cerebro-spinal 
meningitis. This disease gets a good 
many young men and women. It is es- 
pecially hard on boys at college living 
in dormitoriés and barracks. When Il 
was at college it became necessary one 
spring to crowd a large number of us 
in a newly erected dormitory wing. The 
building was loaded to twite its normal 
load, Meningitis broke Ott and the en- 
tire student body was sent home for a 
month. 

We ascribed it to the damp walls of 
the new building. I know now that the 
disease resulted from crowding. Let 
young persons beware of meningitis in 
March. Crowding is the contributing 
cause. 

According to the statistical bulletin of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance com- 
pany’ there were 68,590 cases of small- 
pox in fifteen states in 1920. At that rate 
there were nearly 200,000 cases in the 
United States during that year. This is 
a bad record. If 1921 is to have a bet- 
ter one we must keep the March record 
down. If there has not been myph 
smallpox by the end of March the rate 
will not get alarmingly high befote 
June, the date when it drops off sharply. 

To avoid smallpox get vaccinated and 
keep away froni crowds. Shun particu- 
larly all groups who are liable to be un- 
vaccinated. Shun them as you would a 
leper. }

We must also admit that every carpen- 
ter or bricklayer has a legal right to 
ask $1.25 or $2 per hour for his service, 
and building material dealers have a 
legal right to ask any price for mate- 
rial. The tenants must look to the law 
of supply and demand, emergency re- 


sources, and legislation for relief and 
adjustment. 

Obviously the thing public officials 
should do at once is to encourage and 
stimulate building by “ war adjustment” 
emergency legislation, exempting all new 
home buildings started and finished by 
next year from taxes for ten to twenty 
years. If this legislative program was 
enacted it would immediately start an 
enormous home building boom and soon 
lower rents and keep wages at present 
levels.

Producing wealth 
won't hurt anybody. To say they 
haven't money to do it is pure humbug. 


If all the money in the world was de 


stroyed tomorrow, property (wealth) 
would not be worth any less, and pee 
ple would raise crops and produc 
wealth just the same.

and use them as fish and game pre 
serves. 

Such waters can do double duty as 
spawning beds for food: and game 
fishes and breeding and rest grounds 
for water fowi and shore birds. Many 
places are available now, but are rap- 
idly disappearing due to drainage and 
reclamation projects. The report says: 

“Swamp or submerged lands should 
be acquired by the state, by condemna- 
tion if necessary, for the establish- 
ment of rest grounds or refuges for 
water fowl and shore birds. Such 


swamp or submerged lands could also 


be used as spawning beds for fish. 

“An expenditure of considerable 
money at this ‘time for such purposes 
will, in future years, prove to have 
been an act of wisdom.”
